THE nurseries open at 7:30 in the morning. This enables us to 
have available digging crews to undertake and complete in one 
day even fairly large landscape jobs. This brings to a minimum the 
labor charges; less riding time is involved; plants are benefitted 
by transplanting the day after digging and only one day need be 
set aside by the home owner if he desires to be present. However, 
with the careful supervision of our planting foremen who follow 
closely the well-drawn, specific plans of the landscape architect, it 
is not even necessary for you to be present at the time of planting, 
although many people do enjoy watching the transformation. 
An added feature of our early morning start is to have available 
sufficient sales personnel even at 7:30 to enable people to make 
purchases and arrange for deliveries while on their way to work in 
the morning. Here at the nurseries—as in other fields—the early 


shopper avoids the crowds and waiting to be served.

To facilitate getting out orders and planting jobs 
promptly, and give you better service, Rosedale’s 
staff has been increased over the years, nursery 
roads have been improved, buildings renovated and 
a garage built complete with shop. From having one 
truck available for delivery when Mr. Taylor came 
to the nurseries, five trucks are now required to serve 
adequately. This has enabled us to extend our free, 
prompt delivery service beyond Westchester County.

Assures a Successful Planting 


ORDINARILY most orders are dug immediately before delivery 
but at certain seasons, after the plants have started their growth, 
they can be transplanted safely by using the “hardening” method—a 
process to inure stock to too sudden changes. This is a regular prac- 
tice at Rosedale—entirely safe for the plants and a boon to those 
unable to do their planting during the early Spring or very late 
Fall—the dormant periods of the plants. 
To harden plants, they are dug several days in advance of delivery. 
They are placed in cool shade where they are kept thoroughly watered 
until sufficiently “hardened” and ready for delivery. The plant is 
sprayed with Dowax to retard transpiration—excessive moisture 
loss. As a result of the hardening treatment, the new growth on the 
plants does not wilt after transplanting. 
Material is hauled to the loading platform by hand truck, truck or 
by stoneboat and tractor, depending upon the plants dug. Rosedale’s 
main loading platform has been moved recently to aless congested area 
to relieve traffic. The old loading platform near the lath affords addi- 
tional parking space for customers. At the main platform as the plants 
are put on the truck, the foreman makes a final check against his order 
showing the material required. We exercise every care to see that all 
the plants ordered are delivered and that they are not harmed in transit.

“Off-Season”” Work-in THE NURSERY 


MANY people believe that nurseries are very busy in the Spring, some- - 
what busy in the Fall and in a sort of dormancy for the remaining 


months. If that were so, nursery stock would be far from the sturdy 
material you receive. 

As soon as the Spring planting rush abates, all attention is turned to 
cultivating and weeding. To combat this time-consuming chore scienti- 
fically we have done much experimental work with 2-4-D for weed con- 
trol. Evergreen blocks so treated show effective results. 2-4-D applied 
in the Fall discourages Spring weed growth sufficiently so that cultivat- 
ing can be delayed until after the Spring rush.

Only by propagating nursery material—making our own cuttings 
of such things as Honeysuckle, Pachysandra, etc.—can we offer you 
such superior, well-rooted, healthy plants at only average rates. 

Vitally important is the transplanting of nursery stock for proper root 
development. Rosedale has always maintained that the most important 
part of the tree is its root system—more important than the top. The 
ideal quality is a proper balance between the two and for this we strive. 
When replanting, plants are widely spaced to encourage free, unre- 
stricted growth. In the old block, holes are filled in, the block is 
cover-cropped and turned under for fertilization. It is then ready 
for replanting with young stock. 

While the first application of fertilizer is made in early Spring, 
further fertilizing is done after transplanting. This fertilizing program 
makes a double contribution to the customers. Not only does sturdier 
stock result but the fertilizers for sale at Rosedale are first used in 
the nurseries.
